1. EMBASSY HAS INFORMED SENIOR GOA OFFICIALS AND 
AUSTRALIAN- AMERICAN ASSOCATION LEADERS OF CANCELLATION 
OF SHULTZ AND WEINBERGER VISITS. EMBASSY STRESSED USG 
CONCERN TO AVOID ANY POSSIBLEIMPLICATION OF AMERICAN 
INTERFERENCE IN AUSTRALIAN ELECTIONS. ALSO APOLOGIZED 
FOR UNAVOIDABLE LATENESS OF NOTIFICATION. 

2. TREASURER CREAN HAS EXPRESSED HIS REGRET AT MISSING 
OPPORTUNITY TO SEE SECRETARY SHULTZ AND CORAL SEA EVENT 
ORGANIZERS ARE OF COURSE DISAPPOINTED, BUT US DECISION IS 
UNDERSTOOD AND RESPECTED. DO NOT ANTICIPATE WE WILL 
SUFFER POLITICAL COST FROM THIS ACTION. WE MAY IN FACT 
BENEFIT FROM RECOGNITION OF OUR SCRUPULOUS APPROACH 
TOWARD ELECTIONS. 

3. EMBASSY WOULD WARMLY WELCOME VISIT TO AUSTRALIA LATER 
IN YEAR FROM SECRETARY AND MRS. WEINBERGER. SHOULD 
WEINBERGERS BE ABLE TO RESCHEDULE, THIS UNEXPECTED 
CHANGE IN TIMING MAY SERVE TO SUPPORT OUR 

OBJECTIVE OF GRADUALLY DE-EMPHASIZING CORAL SEA 

COMMEMORATION, WITH ITS HISTORICAL MILITARY AND ANTI- JAPANESE TONE, 
IN FAVOR OF SOME VARIETY OF ANNUAL AU STRALI AN -AMERICAN
